4. (Original) The method of daim 1, wherein said computer-assisted 
equipment is a remote control device that controls functions of a video entertainment 
system, said video entertainment system receiving content from said remote 
computer. 

(Original) The method of dainri 1, wherein said determining step Includes 
said remote computer informing said computer-assisted equipment that at least one 
additional service program is available, said computer-assisted equipment selecting 
from among said service program and said at least one additional service program. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 5, additionally comprising said remote 
computer receiving a selection from said computer-assisted equipment, said 
selection indicat&ig which of said service pn^gram and said at least one addittonal 
service program a user has selected. 

7. (Original) The method of daim 1« wherein said remote computer is a 
general-purpose computer* 

8. (Original) The method of daim 1, wherein said message is a service 
request that indicates that said computer-assisted equipment is ready to operate 
cooperatively with said remote computer. 

9. (Original) The metiiod of claim 1 further comprising said renrKite computer 
transmitting content to said computer-assisted equipment under the control of said 
sendee proG^m. 
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10. {Curently amended) In a oomputer-assistGd appliance, a method for 
interacting with a rennote computer that executes a service program, comprising the 
steps of: 

transmitting a service request to said remote computer; 

receiving an inteitace instruction that allows said computer-assisted 
equipment to cooperate vyrith said remote computer in accordance >Arith said service 
progra m, wherein said sen/ica prporam programs one or mora selectors located on a 
surface of the computer-assisted eaulpment : and- 

tFansmKSng a user input to said remote computer in accordance with said 
interface instruction; 

receiving content from said remote computer in response to said internee 
instruction, and 

said computer-assisted appliance configuring the user interlace of the 
computer-assisted apFdiance. 

11. (Original) The method of daim 10, wherein said seivfce request includes 
an indication that said computer-assisted appliance Is available and is ready to 
receive said service program.

13. (Original) The method of claim 9, wherein said appliance is an audio 
system that conveys music, and wherein said content includes a music file.

15- (Original) The method of claim 1 3, wherein said service program 
includes instnicUons that enable said audio system to display a list of music 
selections.

17. (Original) The method of claim 10, wherein said sendee program 
influences a function of a remote control device used to control an entertainnnent

24. (Currently amended) In a remote computer, a method for cooperating 
with computer-assisted equipment, comprising the steps of: 

receiving a request for service finom said computer-assisted equipment 
detemnining that a service program suitable for use with said computer- 
assisted equipment is available, said service program including an interface 
Instruction; 

transmitting said interfeice instnjction to said computer-assisted appliance, 
said interface instruction allowing said computer-assisted equipment to cooperate 
with said remote computer in accordance with said sen^ice pipgram. wherein said 
sen/ice prporam oroarama one or more selectors located on a surface of the 
qomputerwasslsted equipment; and 

cooperating with said computer-assisted appliance in accordance with said 
service program, wherein said service program configures the user interface of said 
compute-assisted equipment 

25. (Original) The remote computer of daim 24, whereki said determining 
step includes receiving a selection as to which service program has been selected 
by a user of said computer-assisted equipment 

26. (Original) The remote computer of daim 24, wherein said remote 
computer is interfaced to a networic and wherein said remote computer 
communicates with a networic location available on said networic. 
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27. (Or^nal) The remote computerofdaim 24, v^erein said transmitting 
step Is accomplished by way of transmitting said internee instmction using a 
wireless.interface.

33. (Currently amended) One or more oomputer-*readable media having 
computer-readable instructions thereon which, when executed by a computer, cause 
the computer to perfonm a method comprising the steps ot 

receiving a service query from a computer-assisted appliance;

assisted appliance is available; 

transmitting an interface instiuction to said computer-assisted appliance said 
internee instruction allowing said computer-assisted equipment to cooperate with 
said remote computer in accordance wth said sen/ice program; 

transmitting said service program^ wherein said sen^ice program orograms 
one or mora s electors located on a surface of the computer^sisted equipment: 

said sen^ program configuring the user interface of said oomputer-^sisted 
appliance; and 

receiving information from said computer-assisted appliance, said infonmatton 
being conveyed from said interface end resulting from a user interacting with said 
interface. 

34. (Original) One or more computer-readable media as recited in claim 33. 
wherein said receiving a service query step includes receiving an Indicator that 
informs said computer of a function performed by said computer-assisted appliance. 

35. (Previously presented) One or more computer-readable media as recited 
in daim 33. wherein said detemiining step includes said computer searching through 
a list of service programs.
